Before determining whether the proposal 
should be adopted, changed before adoption, or rejected, this notice is given to afford 
interested persons the opportunity to comment on the form or the merits of the proposal 
or to suggest alternatives.  The Court welcomes the views of all.  This matter will be 
considered at a public hearing by the Court before a final decision is made.

Rule 5.208  Notice to Creditors, Presentment of Claims 
 
(A) Publication of Notice to Creditors; Contents. Unless the notice has already been 

given, the personal representative must publish, and a special personal 
representative may publish, in a newspaper, as defined by MCR 2.106(F), in a 
county in which a resident decedent was domiciled or in which the proceeding as 
to a nonresident was initiated, a notice to creditors as provided in MCL 700.3801. 
The notice must include:  

 
(1) The name, and, if known, last known address, the date of death, and date of 

birth of the decedent;  
 
(2) The name and address of the personal representative;  
 
(3) The name and address of the court where proceedings are filed; and

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(4) A statement that claims will be forever barred unless presented to the 

personal representative, or to both the court and the personal representative 
within 4 months after the publication of the notice.

 Staff Comment:  This proposed amendment of MCR 5.208(A) would remove the 
requirement to list a decedent’s last known address on the Notice to Creditors form.  The 
proposed revision has been published for comment because of a concern that providing 
such information and publishing it in a newspaper might identify a location where a 
surviving spouse may be living and may unnecessarily place such a person at risk of 
harm.
